THE EASTERN EMBEOGLIO. 



The news that the oonditions of peace 
have been agreed npon will bo a consola- 
tion to oil who hare an avorsion to war; 
and its desolutinff horrors. All combat- 
ants who ontor into the arena of strife have 
their partisans, and no doubt tlio unequal 
position in which Turkey was pliicod 
gained hor many friends, amongst those 
otlierwiso opuosed to bcr traditional poli- 
cy. Civiliziition and liberty bad very 
little to giiia from either of the belliger- 
ents, but much to lose; for a couquoriug 
and despotio Euesia would bo equally us 
bad, 88 fanatioalTurkeyjand it is ques- 
tionable whether many wild hordes in 
Eussia would not be equally as intolerant 
as the Busbi Ba/.onk in case of invasion. 
What Ensaia has done in Poland, and is 
doing uo'X", bbo is capublo of doi;.^ olso 
wbero, it olinnco or good fortune should 
give her the same opportunity. With a 
bureaucracy inspired by t!io ambition of a 
flinglo miiu, who is the head and tail of 
over seventy millions of human souls whcj 
receive their direetions from him, it is 
not difficult to foreshadow the probable 
fate of tho States lying soutUwe't of this 
formidable power, whose chief resources 
are employed in the work of oonque-t, 
rather tbao io the cnltivution of arts and 
sciences, and the interests of peace. It 
seema, however, as if the action of Russia 
had bi en preconcerted, and that certuiu 
privileged statesmen had been informed 
beforehand, as to wttat conditions Russia 
would exaet as a conqueror. This, in 
some manner, will account for the strange 
uneasiness which bas previiiled in diplo- 
matic circles during the war. A strong 
pence party exi-lod in every country in 
Europa, which, no doubt represented the 
Bussian secret proposals, whilst those in 
doubt were buUicoae and blnateriog, and 
•when the peace parties wavered it seems 
to have been from the supposition thaiRus- 
fiia uas avting in bad faith. Great ikitain 
with her hundied and t.veuty mi'lions of 
M-oHammedan subjects, could not openly 
have acted in concert with lius- 
sia without imperilling tho peace 
and security of the Indian Empire. Nor 
could she be a willing participator in the 
work of spdliation, iu ibe face of the mi 
meuse Turki-Li debt chit-lly due to Eng- 
lishmen. Whichever way it goes it has 
been an expensive and bloody change, 
the benefits of whioh.time only can deter- 
mine. Butif a supposed permanent peace 
has lieon est;ibii>be"d, and the iotrioaoies 
of tho eastern question made feasible and 
jUft to all concerned so ns to bo beyond 
the power of future debate, then will ilie 
war not have been wnged in vain, nor the 
saoridces made in its behalf recorded as 
lost; but in a pbilosopliieal view it is 
doubtful whether the grievances com 
plained of by tho tributary states of 
Turkey are commensurate to tho immense 
sacrifices which have been made iu their 
behalf, as the effects of the tierce struggle 
have been forcibly ft-lt by every country 
in the world. Capital has been drawn 
from the legitimate obannels of peaceful 
progreBKiou.and diverted to tho dfrgnidiiig 
tJiak of conquest under the pbii of vir 
tuoas necessity. How lung is this 
Blate of things to continuo, when thoua 
ands of aimed men arj bo lurueii 
loose to prey upon their kind at the bid- 
ding of a few. Now that the war is sup- 
posed to beat nn end, might it not be in 
place, to ruminate over the false Hensa of 
honor, which is allowed to govern na- 
tional will like a feather tossed in the air. 
"When passion is appealed to rather than 
reason, and war advocated on tho false 
plea of necessity. "When we reflect how 
nearly we became involved in a straggle 
that Seemed to indicate a blow at our na 
tional t xii-tence, and the cjlamity which 
would have b. -fallen tho world, had tlie 
British Empire been compelled, to use all 
its vast resources, in repelling an attack 
of a combined alliance, jt-alous of its i)ow 
er aiid constimtional freedom; we shud- 
der at the result. F(jr in she not fjruut in 
Laving giveij biri.b to ^^reatuess, and the 
Very C(jn>ervatism of her untaie liatli pro 
duced liberty without license, and a kj- 
spect for cousiitutional law uiiecialleii in 
the world. Tardy iu bestowing thest 
blesBiDgs at limes; yet withal open to 
conviction, and anxious to reiuei'j politi- 
cal ei lort*. we lind her at the bead of civi- 
lized humanity . t he guulin{< stiii- if na- 
tures Siow but coiru;n progress, uevtM- 
deviatiiig iu lu r cnur e, l)ut v. iih one fix- 
ed purpo-e, reprercniii.g the highest us- 
piraiioUH of the humau mind At first 
Buccei cling by a series of bloody war-, 
wagi d agi.iii8t the (lespotii-m tif the world, 
afterwards c. li quoring her own imernul 
vicis. bhu ha- now ri?eii to a [)oeitiou in 
tho worl I's esti em which no lon;;er ren- 
derN warn nece^8ity nor of any viihn'. If 
aL iuKioiii un war uUouid be forced on ibu 
Auglo SiixoN race, merely for the 'ovo of 
roi qui st, or to retard the rapid spread of 
oiviiiziuK knowledge. It is not a war 
waped against Urcat Britain but agaiii~t 
libeitv; and every heart thut bears ilio 
divine iniiirens of a love for freed o in; 
wiiuld consider its dearebtand most elu'r- 
isbed hopi s in danger, and would rally to 
tho eanr-e; not f' r England's benefit nor 
glory, but for liberty and the common 
cause ol humanity.

Tbo Eutorpriso tunuol is progrosaing 
rapidly. 

Bahkebville, Jan. 20.— Tho Cariboo 
Co. have received ad vires from Mr. Hir- 
per to tho (ilYect tliat tUo aiiiall bos of 
JBonitnza rock taken down to San Fran- 
cisce by him, axsayed @51 per tou; bat 
that it will require burning before crush- 
ing; a comparatively inexpensive process 
and renders rock easier crashed anil much 
larger quantities put throagh in a given 
time. 

The British Columbia Co. are prepar- 
ing to sink tho now shaft on "Wiiliiuson 
lodo, the old shaft from which tbo pros- 
pects were obtained bt;ing in an unfavor- 
able place, only thirty feet from Prosapine 
line. 

The Prosopine Co are preparing to sink 
a shaft about 300 feet from tlio old B. C. 
shaft. 

Tho Cariboo Co. have ascertained tho 
cost of a 20 stamp mill with all applianoei 
inciuding a steam engiue to bo in San 
Francisco, $30,000; weight, 100 tons; coot 
of erecting $10,000. 



A SuaciKSTioN.- -About tho year 18G0 
there wore imported into this country 
from England an engine with all the 
paraphernalia for the ostablisbmont of a 
mint, which was brought to thii city, and 
a few sample coins atiuck, when, from 
some reason or other, thu entarpriso -vras 
abandoned. All the machinery, with tlia 
exception of tho engine, is still hero, and 
tho question now suggosts Itsoif, whether 
something could not ba done to bring 
them into service, and thereby anve to thi 
benefit of this conntry, the profit now 
made by the mints of thi* Ui.ited Statoi 
(to say nothing of tho cost of u.xchanga, 
export and insiuauco on tho crude gold, 
between ttiis Province and California, and 
the return of coin to thi 4 Provinca) on 
nearly one and a half railliou dollars of 
gold imnnally exported froiii this coaa- 
try, and which, iu all probalility, will be 
still further inoroasod. Hinco th« aban- 
donment of tho mint, gold, to tlie v.duw of 
nearly §36,000,000 has l)eeu aiported 
from this country, the bulk of which wai 
coined in California, ami a portion there- 
of returned to this country in coin, 'The 
Domiuicjn of Cunada having a untionality 
of her own, with a coinage aifTcring vn'ry 
much from that of tho nioiUer otiiuitry, 
shoukl have a mint of her oT n, and British 
Columbia, as being the jiriocipal gold 

Eroduciog Province in tbo confoderation, 
as certainly a strong claim to it. The 
cost of aatabliHliing ona would bo a nom- 
inal KUin, fri)ia tlin fayt of tuir already 
possossing the rci'jui.sito uiacbinery, and 
land and buildings which, with a flight 
outlay, could bo made to anawor all ro- 
c|uirem*nt& for some time to come. — N. W.

WAsniNQTON, D.C., Jan. 7th. 
No other day iu all the year is like Jan 
uary lat in Washington. It is a day wlicn 
one may bo 8_aid to "becomo all things to 
all men." A* day whoa geutlomou may 
call with perfect assurance upon any lady 
ho chooses to see aud when every lady 
whoso houso ia not entirely clo'jod, must 
hold herself in readiness to receive ploHS- 
antly whoever may put in his appearnnco. 
No introductions uro necessary — cai-iis at 
the door supply those. Tbo whole day is 
a farce in some degree, though there is 
lots of fun iu it and not a few agreeable 
acquaintances commenced. There oii.sta 
quite a riralry among the beaux as to 
who shall uake the greatest number of 
calls, and the ladies vie with each other 
in counting the cards they receive. An 
accurate account is kept on both.^idos and 
none atteiupt to conceal tho ambitiou. 
This sort of thing goes on in all circh'.-i, 
from tho White llouan itsoif where ton 
thoannd persona call on tho President and 
wife, to the poor and ignorant colored 
gallants who make their tea to fifty calls 
and their dnsky damsel friends.

Tho crowd then prooeed- 
od to the palace, Tho King hnrnugued 
them anil .^aid tho oircnmatancos wore 
paiuful for tho nation and ml vised the 
crowd to remain calm.

London, Jan. 26. —Your correspondent's 
prophecies have become histsr;o. The

Thu money indemnity is only one tenth 
of that exacted by Germany from 
France. Russiui freedom of the Dar 
danelle-, tliou;.;!! apparently exacted from 
'I'ui'Kry, i.-i ri ally exacted from England, 
tho only European power having any in- 
terest in opp(iSing it. Turkey cares noth- 
ing for it herself and tho Porte is doulat- 
le»s deliKhted to coneotlo what will kUDoy 
lui old ally who failed her in her extrem- 
ity. As Enghind did not light for tbo 
whole treaty of Paris she will not for tho 
fragment. Tho war is endtd.

He 
maiulaiued that tbo British fleet went 
to tlie Diirdatielle.4 to defend British 
subjcct.s itntl Biitisb property, and to 
take euro uf iMitish iuterosta iu tho 
straitH. .Since that they bad heard 
})roiiosed coiulitions of peace, and were 
of a[)iinun they furnished a basis for 
ail armistice, therefore they had given 
directions f(jr the Admiral to remain 
iu Besika Bay. 

Tbo Pull Mull "Gnzetlo," in its lead- 
ing editorial articles, says it considers 
the alleged terms of peace about as 
hard as tliey could well be, and as 
ainduiitin^' \(> tho virtual destruction 
jf tlio Turkish l']tiij)iro and a reduction 
of t lio Sultan to ILio condition of a 
Bussiiin vassal. If, ai'tt-r tlio piiblica- 
tiuii of these toiuis, tho resignations of 
Lortls Derby and Carnarvon are with- 
drawn, we may conclude no effective 
resistance will be made by England to 
whatever agreement the Czar and Sul- 
L;ili niay coir.o to.

— Italiuu vohhoIs will 
shurtly bo dispatched to vnriour Turk- 
ish ports to protect the interests of 
Italian subjects.

Tho cause of their resignation was not so 
muok the determination to ask for supple- 
mentary supplies for the military service 
as the intention to take steps which will 
bo snro to lead to war, whiob Lords Der- 
by ami Carnarvon are not yet proi>arod to 
admit aa unavoidable. If either resigna- 
tion is accepted it will probably lead to 
an explanation in the Houso of Lords to- 
night which will make tho whole situation 
olear. Mean while exaggeration and alarm 
are prematuro, but tho danger is increas- 
ed by tho motive this new oction of Eng- 
land will furnish Turkoy for rejecting 
Eussia's conditions. All known this 
morning about Cabinet dissensions comes 
through liberal newspapers. Provincial 
journals say the Duke of Cambridge, ticdd 
marshal, commauding-in chief, wdio was 
visiting in tho country, was uncxpoctoilly 
Bummoned to London by tolegraidi on 
Wednesday morning. Iliissia's advance 
and opparent determination to ignore 
Englauil havo produced a strong imprcs 
sion, and good judges beliovo the govern- 
ment would bo supported in forcibly 
preventing Russian ooonpation of Gon- 
itantinoplo.

CALIFORNIA. 

San Fr.vncisco, Jan. 21 — At the even- 
ing session of tbo workinguicu's conven- 
tion a res-dution was adopted favoring 
compensation of delegates to tho consti- 
tutional convention. Tho platform pre- 
sented during tlio day wa-< tlien taken up 
aud tho sections discussod si;)-iuliin. A 
plauk sotting f(irth that millionaires and 
raonoy mouopoliea are destriu-tivo to the 
bappini'sa and dangerous to tho liberty of 
tbo people, and di manding that they bo 
madn impossible by a proper system of 
taxutiou, was stricken out and its place 
takon by a decliuatiou in favor of the 
flection of the prosidout <'f the United 
States and senators by a direct vote of the 
people. This was the only material alter 
ation in tho statumeutof principles. The 
convention afterwards proceeded to elect 
a state central committee. The election 
was not completed when an adjonrnmoot 
took place till this evening at 7% o'cloi'k. 

The trial ol Kearney, Knight, and Wiu. 
Willook was finished this evening, the 
jury, finding a verdict of not guilty. All 
were immediately rearrested on othur 
charges. 

MEXICO. 
CiTT OF Mexico, Jan. 18. — The govern- 
ment has instituted inquiries to ascertain 
what officers of the Mexican army invited 
Lieut. Ward of the U. S. forces to cross 
to Mex'co. Tho government has deter- 
minrd to opposo crossing the boundary by 
American troops. Newspapers consider 
Miuister Poster's trip to Washington very 
significant under present ciroumstonoes.

WisHiNOTON, Jan. 25.— Capt. Frederick 
D. Stewart died this morniog of pneumo- 
nia. He was a member of the scientific 
corps that accompanied Captain Willis in 
the South Sea expedition, and a oonspi- 
cuoua Odd Fellow. 

DAKOTA, 

BiSMAKCK, Jan. 24 — Oflicial informa- 
tion from Gen. Miles' at fort Kcogh, 
nays news is received thsro that Sitting 
Bull is at Fronchinan's creek with over a 
thousand lodges, including tho escaped 
Nez Perces and refugees from agencies. 
Thtse lust number 800 wnrrio) s and Sitt- 
ing Bull's own camp, 2,300, all well arm- 
sd. The principal hostilo chiefs are with 
him. Bed Bear and two companies of 
infantry havo beou sent to Fort Peck to 
bold it. Indians from Sitting Bull's camp 
bavo been seen within ten miles of Pock. 
An attack upon both that aud Kcogh is 
among the poisibilities. Miles has only 
500 men, 

UTAH. 

Omaha, .Jan. 25. — An important and in- 
teresting poiRoniug case is now in pro- 
gress at Froemont, Neb. Dr. Oiiort,'e St. 
Louis is charged with tho nuirdor of his 
wife by arsenic. She died iu Juno la--t 
under such suspicious circumstances that 
a post mortem examination was deemed 
necessary, and as a result of this action 
the stomach and liver of the decenstd wero 
sent to Chicago for choinicul analyfia at 
tbo handsof Dr. Walter 8, Haines, a well 
known expert, who, it is said, discovered 
four grains of arsenic in tbo liver of the 
deceased, and is at present in Freemont to 
testify in the case. Nearly all the doc- 
tors of Omaha have also been subpoenaed 
as expert witnesses. Tho reason assigned 
for the murdur is that Dr. tSt. Louis is on 
intimate terms with a i\Irs. Bloomer, and 
wantad to put his wife out of the way.

EniTOii Colonist: — It ia with somo 
trepidation that I approach a subjact 
which ia as yet tabooed among those 
circles that form tbo solid strata of 
social life.

Her means of live- 
lihood .should apparently come from 
liiin; her idea of religion should bo 
shaped by her spiritual adviserfl; her 
notions of propriety and dress should 
please tho oye of man; her manner 
should bo enticing to him; her Binging, 
waltzing, speaking, riding, living, and 
her very name should all depend ou 
that great moving aureola of lier exis- 
tence, the great intellect of man. Man 
professes to be proud of woman, yea 
adiniroshoras something which he 
owiia and over which ho holds undis- 
puted control; he is jealous of her fair 
famo, aud whatever be his own short- 
co nintrs ho endeavors to keep her be- 
yond tho whisper of reproach. He 
enjoys every liberty himsell and takes 
it; society also condones for hia offen- 
ces, should ho commit any. But how 
dilTorent m it with woman. Has she 
liberty erpinl to this, and ia she cap- 
able of exercising it ? 

Be sbo ever so anxious to do her 
duty, it matters not, if man does not 
approve; be she in herself a god-creat- 
ed genius it is of no avail, if man gives 
not his Jupiter like approval; be sheas 
warm-hearted as woman shouUl be it 
is nothing, if all emotion is not spent 
on him ; be sbea deep-tbinkiiig, origin- 
ally reflective mind, it is no use if she 
follow not the old ruts dug by man — 
all ia dependant on his learning, 
wisdom, intollect, position, means, 
guidiug-bnud, frown or srnilo. Where 
ia it possible that any good can be de- 
rived in such a state on eithtr bide ? 
Man must become self-opinionated and 
oppressive from the very nature of the 
case; w hile woman must become insin- 
cere, weak aud over-yielding. Could 
we but take the brush aud wipe with 
the acid of honest truth the deceptive 
colors frc<m the picture of woman's 
dependence, and show beneath those 
beautiful characteristics, that which 
will make her an independent organ- 
izer, acting with man, not under him. 

We can scarcely eEtimate the change 
at its worth; independence to woman 
means the expulsion of nauseous com- 
pounds which drag down humanity to 
a low level; it moans a new woman 
coming forth from the sea of social 
redom(3tiou, aa an honest industrious 
being; quiet, iirm, gentle withal, be- 
cause di^niiied; having iu her hands 
her fate and consoious of its worth, 
taking due care it should not be tar- 
nished by doubts thrown on her virtue 
or goodness. Taking her place by 
the aide of man in education, indus- 
tries, arts uud sciences, in the daily 
work of our age, aud then bestowing 
ou him a love worth a thousand times 
more than that old tattered rag 
now called by such a spurious name. 
The men loved by such wives will bo 
blessed; the children born of such 
mothers will bo strong, the households 
conducted by such women regulated 
to a nicety, and the social circles in 
which suoh women move will bear upon 
them the divine impress of moral hu- 
manity. Yes if men did but know 
what independence in women meant 
they would thomselves tear down the 
false theories which perpetuate wo- 
man's slavery. Do not be timid as to 
the result, never mind the heart-aches, 
ami inuendoos of those who cannot 
compreheud the height of an iiidepend- 
aiit woman, let them crawl on; the 
pigmies of our race incapable of undor- 
standiuK the beautiful characteristics 
of the feminine sex, whilst the bolder, 
and the more trusting, give to woman, 
not a weakened frame and a cowardly 
soul, but strongly knit limbs and the 
v,juiagcouB heart that cau look aocial 
necessity iu the face whon her natural 
capacity lliuohod not on being strained 
to the utmost!
